Standing in front of the speak- 
er's rostrum, facing a membership 
of the House whose every face was 
tense, Congressman Steagall ex- 
plained the provisions of the bill 
section by section Then the Ala- 
bamians made one of the most 
dramatic speeches ever heard in 
the House. 

"My friends, if you ask me if 
this is going to cure the situation 
in the United States, I do not say 
that it will cure all of our ills,” 
said Steagall. “If you ask me 
it this is what IT would do in the

“This is simply one step. We 
are building upon wreek and ruin, 
It has taken 50. years to develop 
the great financial system of the 
United States which is now pros- 
trate and in ruins.

"The governing body of 
Limestone County must levy 
and collect for use in the con- 
trol of malaria, in addition to 
all other taxes now authorized 
by law, @ tax not in excess of 
one mill on all property situ- 
ated within the county, based 
upon the valuation of + such 
property in said County, as as- 
sessed for State taxation, pro- 
vided such tax is authorized 
by a majority of the qualified 
electors of said county voting 
upon such proposition at an 
election called and held for the 
purpose of authorizing’ such 
tax.
